Bunpixe IMPROVEMENTS.—In all por-
tions of the city bullding improvements are
going on, Severnl hundred dwellings of various
g1zes are being put ap, and permits are taken
every day out of the puilding Inspectors' oifice
for the exection of others. This 18 ¢wused b
the great demand for dwellings, and the llii.’ﬁ
rents they bring. In West Philadelphis a nom-
ber of very handsome editices are going up; on
North Brosd srreet improvements in keeping
with those which beaufily that thoroughfare are
being made; und the same may be sald of the
fuchionable parts of Germuntown. In south-
western Philadelphia the erection of several
extensive factories recently has necessitated the
building of dwellings to accormmodate the opera-
tives, and qmte & number ol small honges are in

rocess of construction. In the Nineteenth

ard sixteen cotinge houses have been com-
menced on Moore strect, between Amber and
Coral, aud on Hope sirect, belween Susque-
hanns avenue and Dauphin streets, sixtyseven
threestory buildings are ander way, and on
Filth street, north of SBusquenannaavenue, seven
more of the same chnmclar.

The Jemand tor places of business in the
strepts ruoning enast and weet, in the central
purt of Pmiladelphia, has induced the owners of
dwellings ty glve them  up, one after another,
until Areh and Chespol strcets, ns well as Mar-
ket street, are now laregely used by retuil denl-
ers in varlous kinds of merchandfse, A begin-
olug, made a fow years ago in Walnul street, s
belog eontinved, and one of the old wansions
on the aouth mde, above Ninth stroet, is now
being altered into a store o! large dimeusions,
A handéone front has bee  put up, with the
now lashionable style ol roof, and the change
will, no doubt, lead to others in the same newch-
borhood, The last change o1 the kind noticed
on Chesoul street J8 on the north side, below
Tenth—one of the oldtime residences having
been oemolished to glve plao-: 1o & bulde for
buginess Ipnrpo«m:‘. In o lew yenrs there will be
very little on any of the business streety named
to remind ol what they once were.

CONSTRUCYION OF BEWERS.~In accord-
anoe with the new ordinance pussed by Councils,
all applications for the construction of sewers,
with diameter of three feel or under, must be
made to the Board ol Burveyors, who wmeet on
the firat and third Monday of each mondh, at
the Department of Surveys. For the purjose
of having these petitions prowmptly acted opon,
it is absolutely necessary that they should, in
ionm, comply with the requisitions of the ordi-
vance, which are, that the numes of all the pro-
perty owners ironfing on the hne should be
gpon the petition, with the relative lrontase of
cach, and a8 many assénting slenatures thereto
us ¢an be obtained.
